same. It is an idealized image of 


pastoral peace, rugged individ- 
ualism, of family life, of well 
stocked pantries, of mother beam- 
ing and busy in the kitchen, of 
eccentric, kindly hired men like 
those in poems by Robert Frost, 
and a self-contained and suffi- 
cient economy and life. 


There are farms somewhat 
like that today, though they are 
modernized by the conveniences 
of urban life and are no longer 
self-sufficient. And their number 
annually grows smaller. 


Today's “farms” divide into 
two special groups. They are the 
large commercial operations, oft- 
en corporate entities, and the 
so-called family farms. It is the 
latter which are disappearing. 
And it is this fact which offers 
a sentimental challenge to 
thought and politics. Most persons 
agree there should be some way 
found to enable the family farm 
to survive, even though they 
cannot much longer be counted 
on as meaningful factors in the 
production of the necessary crops 
of food and fiber. 


Farm Image 


The idealized farm image con- 
tinues to plague our thinking. 


Most taxpayers today know, 
and are increasingly irritated 
with the fact, that the govern- 
ment has bought almost $10 bil- 
lion worth of surplus crops. They 
are angry because the cost of 
storing this surplus is several mil- 
lions of dollars per day. 


The taxpayer is disgruntled and 
looks with disfavor on subsidies 
which encourage production of 
food and fibers which the farm- 
ers know, before they plant, will 
be sold only to the government. 


Also, because of the old senti- 
mental image of the farms of 
other generations, the taxpayer 
is further annoyed when he learns 
that one-fifth of the farmers grow 
all the crops which come under 
the price support programs and 
that a small fraction of that one- 
fifth receive most of the bene- 
fits. The family farm, for ex- 
ample, plays no real part in this 
vast production and receives only 
a driblet of benefits. 


There is a third farm classifi- 
cation. It is a painful one. It 
causes politicians from most) 
farm states to hem and haw and 
to reply evasively. Politicians 
simply cannot bring themselves to 
tell farmers there are too many 
farmers. But it is true, and most 
of those who are in that category 
know it all too well. A majority 
of them would like to be rescued 
from what is a harsh and de- 
teriorating life. These are the 
people who are on sub-marginal 
farms. They are small ‘“‘one- 
horse’ owners, renters or tenants. 


No Living 


Today it is estimated that about 
1,250;000 are in this situation. 
None is making a living off the 
land. Odd jobs and cash income 
provided by a job-holding son or 
daughter keep body and soul to- 
gether. Several hundred thousand 
of these farmers are drawing food 
supplies from. the surplus crops 
through welfare agencies or fiscal 
courts. 


Congress has dealt niggardly 
and unimaginatively with this 
problem. There is a small rural 
development program. It seeks 
to find industrial jobs for those 
who wish to leave the land. But 
most of those who want to depart 
need training to be able to hold 
a job. A forthright subsidy to 
provide this is badly needed. But 
it is by no means the whole an- 
swer. The bitter truth is that 
most of these 1,250,000 are mid- 
die-aged or older. They are an- 
other group in a growing popula- 
tion of Americans who find them- 
selves screened out of the indus- 
trial. employment picture. 


No mere political program can 
solve the farm problem. But 1960 
is an election year and the out- 
look for legislation which takes 
into account all the economic and 
social facts of life is not good. 


State Tax 
On Sales to 
U.S. Upheld 


The Georgia Supreme Court Fri- 
day held that the state has the 
constitutional right to collect from 
retailers its 3 per cent sales tax on 
sales to the federal government. 


It was learned, however, that 
legislation will be introduced at 
the 1960 session of the General 
Assembly to bar such revenue col- 
lection by the state. The Consti- 
tution was informed that “‘it is 
felt that the duling places an un- 
fair burden on the Georgia retail- 
ers’’ as opposed to other dealers 
who want to sell to Uncle Sam. 


The high court ruling reversed 
the Hall County Superior Court in 
a test case brought by Jesse Jew- 
ell Co., a Gainesville poultry proc- 
essing firm, against State Rev- 
enue Commissioner Dixon Oxford. 


5-2 OPINION 


The commissioner had issued 
an order that the sales tax be 
collected on sales to the govern- 
ment, but had suspended his own 
order pending the outcome of the 
test case. 


The significant 5-2 majority 
opinion by Justice Carlton Mobley 
upheld an earlier Supreme Court 
decision that the sales tax is on 
the retailer or vendor. That de- 
cision had been the basis of Ox- 
ford’s action. 


The court agreed with the 
state’s contention that the Geor- 
gia sales tax is a vendor type tax 
and that “the legal incidence of 
the tax is upon the retailer and 
only the economic burden is upon 
the vendee or consumer.” 


IS ON RETAILER 


The sales tax act excludes 
sales to the United States “‘which 
the state would be without au- 
thority to tax by reason of the 
federal constitution.”

But, since the tax is upon 
retailer and not on the sale, 
Georgia court said, sales to 
United States therefore are 
excluded. 


The opinion also pointed out 
that the United States comptrol- 
ler in several cases has held that 
the federal government can pay 
as part of the purchase price 
sales taxes imposed on a vendor 
by the states. 


Justices Lee B. Wyatt and Tom 
S. Candler dissented from the 
majority opinion.

Arab Steel Mill 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet en- 
gineers have’ designed a _ steel 
plant for the United Arab Repub- 
lic, the Soviet news agency Tass 
reported. 


Machinery and equipment for 
the plant also will be provided 
by the Soviets. Tass said the 
plant, part of the Heluan iron 
and steel mill, will have a daily 
output of 1,000 tons. 


Pye’s Fine 
On Papers 
Overruled 


The Georgia Court of Appeals Friday overruled 
Fulton Superior Court Judge Durwood T. Pye’s $20,000 
contempt of court fine against Atlanta Newspapers Inc. 


The court in a decision written 
by Judge H. E. Nichols said it 
was ‘“‘constrained’’ to rule in 
favor of the newspapers because 
of legal precedents. 


But the court added that it 
could not “‘too strenuously” urge 
the General Assembly to change 
the law on the subject. 


The $20,000 fine was imposed 
after Pye ruled that accounts of

MISTRIAL DECLARED 


After determining that jurors 
hearing a robbery case against 
Merriweather had read the news- 
paper stories, Pye declared a 
mistrial and cited the papers. 


The appellate court Friday said 
the meat of the legal question 
was a U.S. law declaring courts’ 
had power to punish for contempt 
“misbehavior of any person in 
its presence or so near thereto 
as to obstruct the administration 
of justice.” 


The U.S. Supreme Court in 1940 
held that ‘‘so near thereto’’ refers 
“only to geographical nearness 
and not to an act committed away 
from the courthouse even though 
such act completely obstructs the 
administration of justice.” 


A subsequent Georgia Supreme 
Court decision held Georgia stat- 
utes to be substantially the same, 
the Court of Appeals added. 


COLLEAGUES CONCERN 


“What has above been held is 
the writer's as well as his col- 
leagues’ opinion of the law,” 
Nichols stated, ‘*. . . and since the 
courts must follow the law and 
not make it, the judgement of the 
trial court must be reversed.” 


He then added that “the follow-

Navy Bathyseaph Dives 
Record 4.5 Miles in Sea 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. 


(?—The U.S. Navy’s bathys- 
caph Trieste has dived more than 414 


miles into the 


Pacific Ocean for a new world’s record. 


Two men, a Navy submarine of- 
ficer and a Swiss scientist, rode 
in the gondola-like ball under the 
cigar-shaped craft when it sank 
to 24,000 feet off Guam Thursday. 

This bettered the previous rec- 
ord of 18,600 feet, made by the 
same craft in the same area Nov. 
16. 


The Navy Electronics Labora- 
tory here said it would continue 
dives in an attempt to reach 35,000 
feet, the greatest known depth of 
the Marianas Trench. 

The Navy submarine officer, Lt. 
Donald Walsh, and Swiss scien- 
tist Jacques Piccard were the men 
who became the first to penetrate 
the black, inner space of the 
ocean to the new record. 


Lights from the bathyscaph, 
meaning deep boat in Greek, il- 


luminated the water for observa- 
tions through transparent ports. 


The Navy said observations and 
instrument records of sunlight 
penetration, visibility, sound, cur- 
rents, temperatures and pressures 
were made during the six-hour 
dive. 

The: Trieste, purchased by the 
Navy in 1957 from Piccard and 
his father, Auguste, is loaded with 
gasoline and buck shot in even 
balance. When water is pumped in 
to replace air in end chambers, it 
sinks. When the tons of buckshot 
are released at the bottom of the 
dive, the buoyant gasoline brings 
it back to the surface. Propellers, 
powered by electric motors, pro- 
vide some cruising and turning 
maneuverability. It can move 
about a mile an hour under water. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Official 
sources speculated Friday that 
Russia’s plans to test powerful 
new rockets in the Pacific means 
the Soviets are preparing to put a 
man in space this year. 


They raised the possibility that 
Russia is setting up a system .to 
recover astronauts from manned 
satellites. The United States does

Said Rule 
having been duly served upon

In this 
latter case it was held that the 
publication must present a “clear 
and present danger’’ to the ad- 
ministration of justice in order 
for the act to constitute a con- 
tempt of court. The “clear and 
present danger’’ rule was followed 
in the case of McGill v. State, 209 
Ga. 500 (S.E. 2d). 


In the case of Burkhalter v. 
Glennville Bank, 184 Ga. 147, 157

The first amendment of the Con- 
stitution (Bill of Rights) (Ga. Code 
Ann. § 1-801) guarantees us free- 
dom of speegh and freedom of the 
press, and these freedoms are 
guaranteed to us by our State 
Constitution of 1945 (Article I, 
Section I, Paragraph XV; Code 
Ann, § 2-115), and while our State 
Constitution provides in express 
terms that all persons shall be re- 
sponsible for the abuse of such 
liberty there has never been any 
contention that such was not true 
as to the liberty guaranteed by the 
first amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. In 
other words, there has never been 
any contention that the rights of 
one person could violate, with im- 
punity, the rights of other persons. 
The sixth amendment of the Con- 
stitution of the United States ‘Bill 
of Rights) (Code Ann. § 1-806), 
guarantees a speedy public trial 
in all criminal prosecutions by 
an impartial jury. Article I, Sec- 
tion I, Paragraph V (Code Ann. § 
2-105) of our State Constifution 
guarantees these same rights as 
to alleged offenses against the 
laws of this State. 


These rights, the right of free- 
dom of the press and right to a 
speedy public trial by an impar- 
tial jury, can be compatible so 
long as neither right is claimed to 
be above the other. However, the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, none by a full 
bench,/in the cases of Nye v. 
United States; Bridges v. Cal- 
ifornia; Pennekamp v. Florida; 
and Craig v. Harney; all supra, 
have the effect of placing the 
guarantee of freedom of press 
above the right of a speedy public 
trial by an impartial jury. These 
decisions are not based solely 
on the constitutional right of free- 
dom of press but on an inter- 
pretation of a limitation, enacted 
by Congress, on the right of courts 
to see that the administration of 
justice is not interfered with. This 
interpretation permits, and sanc- 
tions, “trial by newspaper’”’ rather 
than “trial by jury,” it permits 
the intimidation of judges while 
a case is pending in court, as well 
as the intimidation of witnesses 
or parties so long as it takes 
place away from the courthouse, 
and while other remedies may be 
available in some instances to 
punish the wrongdoer, neverthe-

v. Bridges, supra, to hold that the

Therefore, in view of the above | 
decisions of the Supreme Court of | 
Georgia, and the interpretation 
placed on $ 268 of the Judicial 
Code (18 U.S.C.A. § 401), supra, 
which is quoted in part above, 
and in view of the fact that Code | 
§ 24-105 is identical in language | 
to such section of the Judicial 
Code, we are constrained to hold 
that a publication made in a 
newspaper about a pending case 
cannot be contempt of court, so 
as to be summarily punishable, | 
so long as Code § 24-105 (First | 
enacted in 1833 by the General | 
Assembly of Georgia, Ga. L. 1833, 
143, 214), remains unamended by 
the General Assembly. Accord- 
ingly, the judgment of the trial 
court overruling the corporation’s 
demurrer to the citation upon the 
ground that no sufficient facts 
were set forth so as to authorize 
an adjudication that it was in 
contempt of court must be rFe- 
versed. The further proceedings 
were nugatory. 


What has above been held is 


Jeagues’, opinion of the law as it 
is found today, and since courts 
must follow the law and not make 
the law the judgment of the trial 
court must be reversed. - 


The following observations, 


while not necessary for a decision 


in the case of McGill v. State, 
supra, would always prevent a 
court from becoming an oppressor 
since the finding of contempt is 
always reviewable. See Garland 
v. Tanksley, 99 Ga. App. 201 
( §.E.2d ). 


No stronger case of a ‘“‘clear and 
present danger’ to the adminis- 
tration of justice can be found, in 
the writer’s opinion, than the one 
here under consideration. 


The Supreme Court, in the case 
of McGill v. State, supra, held: 
“Obstructing the administration of 
justice is an abuse of that liberty 
(Freedom of the Press) and will 
subject the abuser to punishment 
for contempt of court.’’ The writer 
wholly concurs with such state- 
ment and feels that such is the 
law intended by the framers of 
the Constitution of Georgia and 
the United States. How could the 
administration of justice be more 
interfered with than, during the 
trial of a pending action before a 
jury, to transmit to jurors, through 
newsprint, information that the 
courts would not permit counsel 
for the parties to present? This is 
true whether the case be one 
where damages are sought for the 
negligent operation of a motor ve- 
hicle and evidence of prior colli- 
sions or other prior negligent op- 
eration of a motor vehicle is 
sought to be given to the jury 
(Grannemann vy. Salley, 95 Ga. 
App. 778; S.E.2d), or a criminal 
case where the defendant’s life is 
at stake. In each case the parties 
are entitled to a verdict based 
upon the evidence adduced on the 
trial of the case and not on ex- 
traneous matter communicated to 
the jurors which would not be ad- 
missible in a court of law. The 
rules of law that limit a juror’s 
consideration of a case to evidence 
adduced on the trial, unless he has 
been sworn and examined as a 
witness (Code § 110-108), limits 
this court, on appeal, to the record

under consideration and prohibits 
it from considering matters not 
properly presented by the record, 
even though they be agreed upon 
by the parties. (See Leggett v. 
Pridgen, 150 Ga. 115; S.E.) 


In the case of In re Independent 
Publishing Co., 240 Fed. 849, the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Ninth 
Circuit, on February 13, 1917, up- 
held a contempt’ of court finding 
against the Independent Publish- 
ing Company by the District Court 
for the District of Montana (In 
Re Independent Publishing Co., 
228 Fed. 787), in a case “‘on all 
fours” with the case here under 
consideration, for there, as here, 
the newspaper, during the trial of 
a criminal case before a jury, 
published an article about the de- 
fendant, his past record, and 
crimes “‘alleged’’ to have been 
committed by him which included 
matters not introduced in evidence 
on the trial of the case. There, as 
here, when it was determined that 
certain of the jurors had read the 
article, the court granted a mis- 
trial and cited the newspaper to 
show cause why it should not be 
held in contempt of court for pub- 
lishing the article. The writer be- 
lieves that such was the law in- 
tended by the framers of our Con- 
stitution as well as the law in- 
tended by the Congress and our 
own General Assembly when 
adopting the law found in Code 
§ 24-105, supra, but so long as it 
remains unchanged we are con- 
strained to hold as shown above. 
I do not believe that this can be 
more forcefully demonstrated than 
by the following quotations: 


In the case of Bridges v. Cali- 
fornia, supra, Mr. Justice Frank- 
furter began his dissent as fol- 
lows: “Our whole history repels 
the view that it is an exercise of 
one of the civil liberties secured 
by the Bill of Rights for a leader 
of a large following or for a pow- 
erful metropolitan newspaper to 
attempt to overawe a judge in a 
matter immediately pending be- 
fore him. The view of the major- 
ity deprives California of means 
for securing to its citizens justice 
according to law—means which, 
since the Union was founded, have 
been the possession, hitherto un- 


challenged, of all the states. This 
'sudden break with the uninter- 
| rupted course of constitutional his- 
'tory has no constitutional war- 
| rant." In the case of Pennekamp 
v. Florida, supra, Mr. Justice 
Frankfurter quoted, in footnotes, 
to his special concurrance the 
following, while referring to the 
interference by newspapers to the 
administration of justice by hold- 
ing “‘trials by newspapers”: “ ‘It 
is idle for such newspapers to 
claim that they adopt such prac- 
tices in the public interest. Their 
motive is the sordid one of in- 


creasing their profits, unmindful 


wretch who may ultimately have 
to stand his trial for murder.’

Justice Blair, in Atty.-Gen. v. 
Tonks (1934) N.Z.L.R. 141, 148, 
at 150 Cf. Pratt, How the Censors 
Rigged the News (Feb., 1946) 192;

A professional defense of crime 
reporting has this bit of refresh- 
ing candor: ‘I will concede, how- 
ever, that had it not been for 
popular feeling developed to fever 
heat by the newspapers, Hickman 
might be living today behind the 
walls of some madhouse instead 
of having met death in the elec- 
tric chair.’ Dewey, Crime and the 
Press (Dec., 30, 1931) 15 Com- 
monweal 231, 233. Compare the 
statement by one of the most ex- 
perienced criminal lawyers, 
Clarence Darrow: ‘Trial by jury 
is rapidly being destroyed in 
America by the manner in which 
the newspapers handle all sen- 
sational cases. I don’t know what 
should be done about it. The truth 
is that the courts and the law- 
yers don’t like to proceed against 
newspapers. They are too power- 
ful. As the law stands today there 
is no important criminal case 
where the newspapers are not 
guilty of contempt of court day 
after day. All lawyers know it, 
all“judges know it, and all news- 
papers know it. But nothing is 
done about it. No new laws are 
necessary. The court has full 
jurisdiction to see that no one in- 
fluences a verdict or a decision. 
But everyone is afraid to act.’ 
Quoted by Perry, in Trial by 
Newspapers, 30 Mich L. Rev. 228, 
234; (1932) 66 U S L Rev. 374,

In the case of Craig v. Harney, 
331 U.S. 367 ( ), Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson and Justice Frank- 
furter dissented. In their dis- 
sent, written by Justice Frank- 
furter, it was said: “It is doubt- 
ful if the press itself regards 
judges as so insulated from public 
opinion. In this very case the 
American Newspaper Publishers 


Association filed a brief amicus 
curiae on the merits after we 


granted certiorari. Of course, it 
does not cite a single authority 
that was not available to counsel 
for the publisher involved, and 
does not tell us a single new fact 
except this one: “This member- 
ship embraces more than 700 
newspaper publishers whose pub- 
lications represent in excess of 
eighty per cent of the total daily 
and Sunday circulation of news- 
papers published in this country. 
The Association is vitally interest- 
ed in the issue presented in this 
case, namely, the right of news- 
papers to publish news stories 
and editorials on cases pending 
in the courts. This might be a 
good occasion to demonstrate the 
fortitude of the judiciary.” 


While this court, until Code § 
24-105 is amended, is constrained 
to follow the interpretation placed 
on its language by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, it can- 
not be urged too strenuously that 
the General Assembly should take 
the needed action to insure liti- 
gants trial by an impartial jury 
as provided by the Constitution 
of Georgia and the United States 
rather than require them to stand 
“trial by newspaper.”

At common law a corporation 
could not be punished for con- 
tempt. 12 Am Jur., “Contempt” 
§ 8. While it is contrary to the 
so-called “modern view’, this 
common law rule has been both 
recognized and applied by the 
courts of this State. Simmons v. 
Georgia Iron & Coal Co., 117 Ga, 
305, 319 (43 S.E. 780, 61 L.R.A. 739). 
Auto Highball Co. v. Sibbett, 11 
Ga. App. 618,620 ‘ S.E. ). 
It is well settled that the ‘“‘com- 
mon law of force prior to May 
14, 1776, was adopted as the law 
of this State by the act of Feb- 
ruary 25, 1784, except where 
modified by statute or not adjust- 
ed to the conditions or system 
of government existing here’’ and 
the decisions of the English 
courts prior to that date are 
recognized as controlling author- 
ity by our courts. Alexander v. 
Dean, 157 Ga..280, 283 and cases 
cited: Davis v. Atlanta Gas Light 
Co., 82 Ga. App. 460, 463 ( 
S.E. ); Brooks v. Ready Mix 
Concrete Co., 94 Ga. App. 791, 
793 ¢ S.E.2d ). Under these 
authorities, it is my opinion that 
the common law rule still pre- 
vails here and that a corpora- 
tion cannot be punished for con- 
tempt.

‘Population Pressures 
‘Will Grow in Decade 

- In the new decade of the 1960s the 
‘population of the world will increase 
‘from the present 2.9 billion to about 3.5 
‘billion, says the independent research 
‘organization, Population’ Reference Bu- 
yeau. The increase will be more than three 
‘times the present population of the United 
‘States. , 

- ‘The bureau concludes that as a result 
‘of this increase, the world may become 
‘sharply divided into two distinct groups: 
* 1. The stable “have” countries with 
high levels of living where population 
control either exists or is developing, in- 
cluding all the countries of Europe, the 
Soviet Union, the United States, Canada, 
the temperate zone countries of Latin 
‘America and of Oceana and Japan. 

2. The agrarian “have-not” countries 
now struggling toward economic develop- 
ment, where almost two-thirds of the 
world’s people live and where there is as 
yet no effective regulation of fertility, 
including Asia, except Japan and Israel, 
and tropical Latin America and most of 
Africa. 

The grave danger, as the bureau sees 
‘it, is that failure to curb population 
‘growth in these countries will impair eco- 
nomic development. And unless economic 
-development proceeds, economic, social 
‘and political deterioration is predicted.

Is Upheld Once Again 


Fulton: County Superior Court Judge 
Durwood Pye’s contempt citation and 
$20,000 fine against Atlanta Newspapers, 
Inc. for publishing material last June dur- 
ing the trial of Harold James Merri- 
-weather which was not part of court tes- 
timony was reversed yesterday by the 
Georgia Court of Appeals. 

The decision was based upon points 
of law and legal precedents of what con- 
stitutes contempt of court. In effect the 
judges held that acts of contempt must be 
committed in the presence of the court or 
so near thereto as to obstruct administra- 
tion of justice. It held further that under 
the law publication made in a newspaper 
about a pending case cannot be contempt 
of court so as to be summarily punished. 


In his citation, Judge Pye claimed that 
news stories contained information about 
defendant Merriweather which could in- 
fluence the jury. He previously had de- 
clared a mistrial in the case on the basis 
of the published material, which pointed 
out aspects of Merriweather’s long crim- 
inal record. The stories pointed out that 
he was under indictment in other cases, 
Was an escapee from prison and was one 
of the most wanted criminals. There was 
nothing which had not been published 
many times before. 

Upheld again is the people’s right to 
freedom of information and of newspa- 
pers to publish newsworthy articles in the 
public interest. This right, which con- 
stantly is under attack from many sources, 
must be fought for constantly if the pub- 
lic is to be informed of matters which 
concern them. In the case of Merriweath- 
er, it was in no case a “trial by news- 
papers” but simple publication of facts 
of the defendant’s lengthy record. 


In spite of the court’s evident worry 
about this decision, it is a wise one 
and upholds a basic right which has been 
decided time and again by the highest 
courts in the land. 


Atlanta Public Library 
Belongs in Fold, Too 


The proposal to place the Atlanta li- 
brary under the direct jurisdiction of 
the mayor and Board of Aldermen is a 
sound one. 

It is the height of inconsistency to 
allow the city library’s operations to be 
governed by a separate panel while oth- 
er departments of government are under 
the control of the mayor and aldermanic 
board, where they belong. 

The change advocated would work 
well from an administrative standpoint. 
Another factor to be taken into consid- 
eration is that city departments make 
purchases on a competitive bid basis. 
The same should apply to library sup- 
plies and undoubtedly will once the fa- 
cility is given the same status as other 
city departments. 

We have no quarrel with the library 
board. It has devoted considerable time 
and efforts toward effecting improve- 
ments but the time has come to consoli- 
date all units of city government under 
one jurisdiction. The library should not 
be left dangling apart from the rest. 

The new setup proposed is being con- 
sidered by the Fulton County legislative 
delegation. It deserves approval. 


Pelham Takes Stand

Between Soviets and West 


If one looks at America today it is easy to see ugliness in abun- 
dance—strikes, racial tensions, high divorce and crime rates and 


what sometimes seems a decline 


of moral values in general. Some 


people find these things not only serious in themselves but also in 


relation to the struggle against 
Communists, regardless of their 
and more disciplined society. 

We believe that to be a super- 
ficial look. 

Whatever may be said of con- 
temporary Western society, it can 
certainly be said the system we 
oppose is founded on hate. In the 
Communist world, children are 
taught to spy on parents, gfoup 
to hate group; meanness, petti-

Thus the most animal in man 

is encouraged and exploited to 
hold the rulers in their positions; 
hatred is a pillar of power. Moral 
values break down because the 
philosophy itself lacks a morality 
based on either a religious or 
humanistic view of the work of 
the individual. 
In the Western world, for all its 
failures, the ethic at least exists. 
Contemporary democracy is the 
political face of Christianity; - in 
combining liberty with order it 
values the individual but also the 
individual’s responsibility to his 
fellows. And this, relative to 
other times and places, ‘can cer- 
tainly qualify as .a fairly spiritual 
concept. t 3 

What ‘is called contemporary 
capitalism, moreover, is the eco- 
nomic face of democracy. It is 
the only economic arrangement 
that encourages the individual to 
expand his scope and increase 
his financial independence; in this 
way it also serves his love of 


communism; they fear that the 
means, are producing a stronger 


family and his charity toward the 
community. The very affluence 
of our society, the means found to 
reduce the burdens of work and 
lengthen leisure, are not merely 
materialisite manifestations but 
reflections of the more generally 
charitable and more tolerant hu- 
man relationships that have been 
developing. 

For example, in worrying about 
strikes we may be obscuring a 
deeper truth—the vast improve- 
ment in the condition of working 
man and not only his economic 
condition as such but also his re- 
lations with his employers. Never 
were business managers by and 
large more socially conscious, 
more willing and even eager to 
do so much for their employes. 
Class strife, class hatreds, are 
disappearing as America becomes 
increasingly a one-class society. 

Indeed, if one looks candidly at 
America and the West today the 
reality seems to be this: What- 
ever anyone’s particular religious 
beliefs .or lack of them, the 
democratic-Christian concept is 


not on the decline but in the 


ascendant; if anything we prac- 
‘tice more religion than we 


‘preach. As we enter another dec- 


ade of the cold war, it. is perhaps 
worth reflecting that hate, the 


operating care of the Communist . 
system, is inherently a weakness — 


because it is childish and base. 
An ethic based on man's best is 
inherently a strength. ;

just share of the nation’s wealth. 
The public and the big users of 
steel had no representation in the 
settlement. 

How will the settlement affect 
the nation? We will buy more 
foreign made cars and more steel 
products from foreign countries. 

The peril remains. No improve- 
ment was made in the old method 
of settling a strike by soaking 
the consumer.

John Q. Public finds it hard to accept antisocial 
‘reaction as a mental illness. 


If a teen-ager steals a car, 
John Q. says punish and disci- 
pline him. Send to a reform 
school and that'll teach him a 


Jesson. 


Teen-agers, as well as other 
individuals, unquestionably need 
to be, disciplined. But in many 
cases where psychiatric treat- 
ment is indicated, imprisonment 
is meted out instead. 


Chances are that young delin- 
quents come out of prisons and 
reform schools less able to cope 
with life’s problems than when 
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Seventh in a Series. 
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they went in. Indeed, they often 
learn better techniques for pur- 
suing a life of crime, more ways 
to express their antisocial feel- 
ings. 

But the offenders have served 
their “time” and society is sat- 
isfied that they have paid the 
price. Too often, no effort is 
made to understand the delin- 
quent’s troubles or to help him 
to solve his problems. 


Some judges now recommend 
hospitalization instead of impris- 
onment in certain cases. The re- 
sults of this treatment permit 
hope that some solution better 
than punishment may be found. 


The antisocial action is char- 


‘acterized by angry, defiant be- 


havior. Every feeling is vented 
immediately; there is no waiting 
or putting off present desires for 
future rewards. 


Juvenile delinquents are overly 
independent, and braggarts. They 
proclaim how much they hate 
everyone, particularly people in 
authority. But they protest too 
much. It soon becomes evident 
that underneath their hard ex- 
terior there lies a soft, vulner- 
able inner person who wants to 
be loved and to be dependent on 
others. But these delinquents 
cannot get close to anyone; they 
cannot trust anyone. 


In their past they have been so 
hurt by the important people in 
their lives that they dare not

David had always been a re- 
bellious child and difficult to con- 
trol. His mother had given up 
long ago, and allowed him to do 
as he pleased. Finding her son 
difficult and ungrateful, she had 
turned her interests to social and 
civic affairs. 


His father, however, reacted in 
just"the opposite manner, He re- 
stricted David constantly and fre- 
quently whipped him for minor 
offenses. While being extremely 
restrictive, Mr. Jackson simulta- 
neously gave David an extremely 
generous allowance and allowed 
him to stay out as late at night 
as he desired. 


This kind of erratic discipline 
was confusing to David. His 
mother did not seem to care and 
his father was strict in little mat- 
ters and lenient in bigger, im- 
portant matters. Confused about 
restrictions and discipline, David 
felt only anger and resentment 
toward his parents. 


WAS HOSPITALIZED 

David had chosen the dairy 
store—only a block from his house 
—to burglarize because he knew 
it would embarrass and shame 
his parents. 


The judge asked David to rec- 
ommend a sentence. The youth 
replied, “Jail is better than 
home.” Judge Barker knew that 
a reform school would only con- 
solidate the present pattern of 
behavior. He felt society could 
offer more to the boy and that the 
boy could be helped and in the 
future offer more to society. David 
was referred to a psychiatrist and 
hospitalized. In the hospital David 
learned that people do care and 
that with help he could control his 
behavior. 


David would have continued to 
act out his problems against so- 
ciety if he had not gone to a hos- 
pital.

I like what I’ve seen 
so far.”

Ewbank has joined Alabama’s Bear Bryant as a member of 
the Don Cochran fan club. “I just wish that Cochran was heavier,” 
Ewbank said. “I’m afraid he’s not quite big enough to play with 
the pros, but he really goes after ‘em. He’s a scrapper who likes 
to ‘play this game.” Cochran, hailed as Alabama’s outstanding 
lineman the last two seasons by Bryant, weighs in at 205. 


Though he’s tutoring the North, Howell pitched a plaudit 
to Mississippi and Georgia players in general. ‘‘We like to ge: 
boys from those schools,” Howell said. “They know football 
when they come to you. 


“Wallace Butts has been a friend of mine for a long time. He 
has terrific pass patterns, and his players are ready to play.

NCAA Turns Down 
Free Substitution 


Convention Votes 90-46 
Against Changing Rules 


NEW YORK (#\—The National Collegiate Athletic 
Assn. Friday delivered a surprise attack on unlimited 
substitution by formally recommending that no sub- 
stantial change be made at this time in the football 
rules governing substitution. 


The NCAA, meeting in its 54th 
annual convention, approved by 
majority vote (90 to 46) a resolu- 
tion recommending its football 
rules committee stick with cur- 
rent rules at least for the 1960 
season. 


The NCAA football rules com- 
mittee meets next week in Miami 
Beach, Fla., to consider the pro- 
posal made earlier this week by 
the American Football Coaches 
Assn. that unlimited substitution 
be returned to the college game 
for the first time since 1952. 


Neither the coaches recommen- 
dation nor the convention resolu- 
tion is binding on the NCAA foot- 
ball rules committee. 


But the NCAA committee, 
composed of coaches and for- 
mer coaches, is believed to be 
in favor of retaining the pres- 
ent substitution rules which 
place a limit on the number of 
times players may re-enter the 
game.

the NCAA: 


1. Overwhelmingly

For $26, he is now sharing 
facts about 2,240 VIPs.

The book 
profiles the important persons 
whose smiling faces dot its 864 
pages. 

The word “smiling’’ recalls 
Earl Blackwell’s face to his 
many, many friends here in At- 
lanta where he grew up and 
went to school before invading 
Yankeeland and staking a Con- 
federate flag of victory in the 
midst of Manhattan.

Daughter of the first com- 
mandant of Georgia Military 
College, Miss Scott lives with 
the memories of her ancestors, 
but she is sharing those recol- 
lations with the American peo- 
ple: On a recent trip to Wash- 
ington, three of her ancestral 
gowns were accepted for inclu- 
sion in the Smithsonian Institute 
collection. Another will be ac- 
cepted later this month. 


MADE IN 1775 


Among the gowns is a purple 
taffeta circa, the wedding dress 
of a daughter of Gen. George 
Washington's leader of the regi- 
ment tabbed ‘“‘The Blue Hen's 
Chickens.” Made in 1775, the 
gown is one of the two oldest 
to be preserved in America. An- 
other was made in England in 
1685 and was worn by Miss 
Scott’s ancestor whose husband 
was, the second clergyman sent 
to Maryland from the Church of 
England. 


In 1798, the granddaughter of 
Washington’s general wore, 
when she was 10 years old, a 
white linen dress heavily em- 
broidered, which has survived 
the wear and tear of the years. 
When the little girl grew up, 
she chose a green brocaded 
wedding dress. Both these 
gowns have been preserved for 
the benefit of future genera- 
tions. Another prized heirloom 
is the baptismal gown of her 
father, a beautifully embroid- 
ered white linen robe, made by 
the nuns in a convent at Ver- 
Sailles. 


On the walls in Miss Scott's 
home on North Jefferson street, 
in a town that equals the house 
in historic importance, is a 
prized collection of beautiful 
fans from all over the , world, 
handsomely framed. Among 
these is an exquisitive creation 
of black lace and jewels that 
once belonged to a Lady in 
Waiting to Queen Victoria. | 
There is one of buffalo hide 
from frontier days; another was 
carried by Georgia Gov. Mitch- 
ell’s daughter as part of her 
wedding attire. 


PEACOCK DESIGN 


Perfectly preserved under 
glass in another frame is a love- 
ly silk fan, beautifully em- 
bossed with a peacock design, 
that was a gift to a relative of 


relics, including a sword of the 
Revolutionary War era, hang on 
the walls. 


In the living room, framed 
embroidery dominates one wall. 
The scene is the result of the 
needlework talent of Miss 
Scott’s grandmother. The Geor- 
gian also has her grandmother’s 
workbox, a tiny chest, complete 
in fine detail to the small legs 
on which it rests. 


Even the entrance to the 
Scott home is paneled with his- 
tory. The door is inlaid with 
samples of every kind of wood 
found in Georgia. 


While Miss Scott is surround- 
ed with keepsakes of long ago 
times, which, she quoted, are 
“visible signs of our invisible, 
but potent belief in the future 
of our country, under God,” she 
is far from a recluse who lives 
in the past. 


ALWAYS BUSY 


The 65-year-old Georgian, who. 


has devoted many years of her 
life to the Georgia State Col- 
lege for Women, where she was 
both a student and a teacher, is 
always busy. 


She is a member of the Gar- 
den Club, United Daughters of 
the Confederacy, Colonial 
Dames and the Old Capitol His- 
torical Society. An active mem- 
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she recalled. “‘Today students 
are, of course, bound by 


much more freedom.,”’ 
APPROVES SYSTEM 


She, however, approves the 
current system, pointing out 
that “‘as times change, rules 
must change.” 


All students at the college in 
the 1900s wore the same style: 
A striped, shirtwaist uniform. 


“One week,” Miss Scott re- 
called, ‘‘we wore red-and-white- 
striped uniforms. The next week, 
we wore blue and white. There 
was never a feeling that one 
student had more in the way of 
material things than another.” 

There were no sororities then, 
either. Which, under the cir- 
cumstances of the times, Miss 
Scott believes was a good idea, 

“I’m much too democratic to
